The following rules apply to 
dump use: 
« All users must show proof of 

residency. 


¢ No commercial dumping is— 


permitted. 

e No more than two loads may 
be dumped per day. 

« Amaximum of four tires will be 
accepted; all tires must be 
dumped separate from other 
debris. 

« Materials considered unac- 
ceptable for dumping include 
concrete; dirt; paint; tree limbs/ 
trunks or other yard waste; lig- 
uid waste such as petroleum 
products and other chemicals; 
and large items suchas sheds, 
boats, cars, and engines. 

« Anyone entering the dumping 
area does so at his/her own 
risk.

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Michigan Leads Nation with Teen Driver Law 


When Public Act 387 — the "Gradu- 
ated Licensing Law" — took effect last 
month, Michigan became the first state 
in the U.S. to adopt National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
recommendations increasing the effec- 
tiveness of driver education. The new 
law's three-stage system differs signif- 
icantly from previous teen-licensing 
provisions. 

"AAA Michigan's Portrait ofa Young 
Driver study, released in late 1994, 
proved that teen drivers are much more 
at risk than members of the general 
population — up to four times as likely to 
be involved in a fatal crash," said Ron 
Steffens, President and CEO of AAA 
Michigan. "With leadership from State 
legislators such as Representative Dan 
Gustafson (R-Williamston), I'm proud 
to say we were able to pass the gradu- 
ated licensing law, which we hope will 
be a lifesaving measure.” 

As part of the new law, teens are 
required to spend 50 hours of practice 
driving with a parent, legal guardian, or 
other person over 21 as designated by 
a parent or legal guardian. Teens and 
their parents canform a "partnership for 
survival" as they learn how to drive 
safely together on State roads. 
Graduated Licensing Law 

Graduated licensing is a step-by- 
step process which gradually increases 
driving privileges as young drivers gain 
experience behind the wheel. The re- 
Strictions in place at each level of licens- 
ing help young drivers develop safe 


driving habits, which allows them to 

gain knowledge, skills, and experience. 

Level 7 — Allows a young driver to 
operate a motor vehicle only when ac- 
companied by either a licensed parent, 
licensed legal guardian, or a licensed 
driver over 21 who has been desig- 
nated by aparent or guardian. To obtain 
a Level license, the young driver must: 
- be at least 14 years, 9 months old; 
*- complete Segment 1 of adriver edu- 

cation course approved by the Michi- 
gan Department of Education, includ- 
ing six hours of on-the-road driving; 

* pass a vision test and meet health 
standards set by the Secretary of 
State; 

* obtain written approval from a par- 
ent or legal guardian to obtain a 
Level 1 license. 

Level 2 — Allows teens to drive 
without supervision except from mid- 
night to 5 a.m. Driving is only permitted 
from midnight to 5 a.m. if driving to and 
from employment or if driving with a 
parent or legal guardian. To obtain a 
Level 2 license, the young driver must: 
¢ be at least 16; 

- successfully complete six months of 
practice driving at Level 1; 

- complete Segment 2 of adriver edu- 
cation course approved by the Michi- 
gan Department of Education; 

¢ have no convictions, license sus- 
pensions, or crashes during the 90- 
day period immediately prior to ap- 
plying for a Level 2 license;

* complete a minimum of 50 hours of 
behind-the-wheel practice driving, 
including 10 hours of nighttime driv- 
ing, that is certified by a parent or 
legal guardian; 

* pass a road test conducted by an 
independent road testing agency 
approved by the Secretary of State. 

Level 3 — Allows full driving privi- 
leges. To obtain a Level 3 license, the 
young driver must: 

¢ be atleast 17; 

« holdaLevel 2 license for six months; 

¢ complete 12 consecutive months of 
driving without a moving violation, 
an at-fault crash that results in a 
moving violation, a license suspen- 
sion, or a violation of the graduated 
license restrictions. 


The graduated licensing program 
ends for all young drivers when they 
reach age 18.

To assist parents and teens in meet- 
ing the practice driving requirements of 
graduated licensing, AAA Michigan is 
making available a program that's called 
Teaching Your Teens to Drive. This multi- 
media kit includes a video and hand- 
book with checklist and log, providing 
an easy, step-by-step process for par- 
ents and teens.
